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From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

We  sometimes  forget  that  the  turmoil  in  Central 
and  Eastern  Europe  also  affects  our  own  Jewish 
communities.  Although  we,  of  course,  are 
appalled  at  the  loss  of  life  and  suffering  of  all 
the  national  and  ethnic  groups  involved,  I 
thought  that  the  information  sent  to  me  by  the 
Association  of  Yugoslav  Jews  in  the  United 
States  would  be  of  interest. 

Background 

The  city  of  Sarajevo  in  what  used  to  be 
Yugoslavia  is  being  destroyed  by  the  current 
civil  war.  The  vibrant  Sarajevo  Jewish  commu¬ 
nity  kept  the  famous  Sarajevo  Haggadah  in  their 
hands  from  the  XVI  Century  until  today.  Before 
World  War  II,  Sarajevo  had  8,000  Jews;  more 
than  6,000  perished  in  the  Holocaust. 

Deja  Vu 

Before  World  War  II,  80,000  Jews  lived  in 
Yugoslavia.  Today,  6,000  survive.  Sarajevo  is 
being  destroyed.  Croatia  is  again  allied  with 
Germany  and  Austria. 

More  Than  300  Children  Without 
Their  Parents  Are  Safe  In  Israel 

Since  April,  1992,  when  fighting  began  in 
Sarajevo,  about  650  Yugoslav  Jews  have  gone 
to  Israel.  More  than  300  are  children  without 
their  parents.  Their  ages  range  from  8  to  22. 

Children  from  Sarajevo,  Belgrade,  Novi  Sad, 
Subotica,  Zagreb,  and  other  cities  in  the  former 
Yugoslavia  have  been  invited  by  the  SOHNUT 
(Jewish  Agency)  for  one  year  of  study.  They 
have  been  arriving  in  Israel  every  day.  The 
children  have  emerged  from  a  terrible  war  and 
their  needs  are  substantial. 

The  Aged 

The  situation  of  the  Jews  above  the  age  of  65  is 
very  sad.  Most  of  them  are  Holocaust  survivors 
who  for  the  second  time  in  their  lives  are 
leaving  their  homes  with  nothing,  under  trau¬ 
matic  circumstances!

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Recent  Magazine  Article  Praises 
Cantors  David  and  Jacob 
Lefkowitz  and  Neil  Robinson 

A  recent  article  by  Rabbi  Elliot  Gertel  in  the 
Notional  Jewish  Post  &  Opinion,  September  9, 
1992,  praises  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz,  his 
father,  Cantor  Jacob  Lefkowitz,  Neil  Robinson, 
Rabbi  Judah  Nadich,  Cantor  David  Putterman, 
and  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

It  begins  by  describing  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz 
of  New  York's  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  as 
“being  blessed  with  a  sublime  and  flawless 
voice”  and  as  “an  intelligent  and  thougthful 
interpreter  of  the  classics  and  of  worthy  new 
sounds  in  synagogue  music,  attributes  apparent 
not  only  in  his  vocal  artistry,  but  also  in  his 
choice  of  repertoire.  In  some  recent  recordings, 
Lefkowitz  demonstrates  not  only  vocal  skill  and 
musicianship  and  powers  of  expression,  but  the 
scholarship,  taste,  and  standards  that  have  been 
the  hallmark  of  his  cantorate.” 

The  article  goes  on  to  discuss  each  of  the 
cassettes  of  Jewish  liturgical  music  produced  by 
Cantor  Lefkowitz,  beginning  with  the  video 
cassette,  A  Night  of  Awe,  produced  by  ABC- 
TV(Channel  7)  in  New  York  about  five  years 
ago.  If  featured  the  Selihot  Service  at  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  with  Cantor, Lefkowitz  and 
the  fine  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  choir,  accom¬ 
panied  on  the  organ  by  the  master  synagogue 
organist  of  our  time,  Neil  Robinson.  It  calls  this 
recording  “the  finest  recording,  in  sight  and 
sound,  of  a  Jewish  service  that  can  be  found  in 
the  world.” 

In  addition,  it  goes  on  to  praise  Cantor  Lefkow¬ 
itz  for  keeping  the  marvelous  tradition  of 
Cantor  David  Putterman  alive,  “offering  the 
model  musical  program  for  a  Conservative 
synagogue.” 

It  goes  on  to  discuss  other  cassettes:  Yom 
Kippur  at  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  New 
York  City;  The  Lasting  Influence  of  Salomon 
Sulzer:  Sabbat  Eve  Service;  and  Halleluya!  A 
Song  in  Every  Psalm  which  can  be  ordered  from 
the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.
